tional achicvement, but the versatility 
of Western Canadian production was 
very ably illustrated at the last Inter- 
national Livestock and Grain Show 
held in Chicago in 1920, when out of 
twenty-five prizes, Canada secured 
twenty-one, including the premier 
trophies for wheat, oats and Clydes- 
dale horses, 

The prominence wheat receives 
may overshadow the production of 
other cereals to the exclusion of the 
successes they have alse achieved in 
the international field. Yields of 120 
bushels of oats to the acre have been 
recorded in’ Western Canada and one- 
hundred-bushel yields have ceased to 
rause comment. In point of quality, 
it might be mentioned that the $1,500 
trophy for oats presented by the State 
of Colorado was won four times suc- 
cessively by J. C. Hill & Sons, of 
Lloydminster, Alta. 

To take the successes of the last 
five years. In 1916, at the Inter- 
national Soil Products Exposition at 
El Paso, Texas, Alberta oats was 
awarded the sweepstakes, and later, 
when the same exposition came to be 
held at Peoria, Hlinois, Alberta drop- 
ped one place, securing the second 
honor 


prize whilst the premier was 
divided between her sister provinces 
of Manitoba and Saskatchewan. In 


1918, when the International Exposi- 
tion was held at Kansas City, Mani- 
toba secured the ascendancy over its 
sisters and carried off the first three 
prizes for oats as well as the sweep- 
stakes for the same crop. In 1919, 
one of the years in which the wheat 
championship went to Saskatchewan, 
it also secured the premier oats hon- 
or with first place and sweepstakes.

For four suc 
sive years at the expositions of the 
International Dry Farmiig Congress 
held respectively at Lethbridge, Alta, 
Tulsa, Okla, Wichita, Texas, and 
Kansas City, Mo., the first prize, was 
secured by an exhibit of Western 
Canadian barley. 
Manitoba carried off the first three 
prizes for this crop in 1918, 

Taken in conjunction with the 
wheat records this is a truly remark- 
able showing, giving Western Canada 
nearly every cereal honor for a num- 
ber of years against the competition 
of the world’s first farming areas. 
And when it is considered that the 
huge tract, which includes the farms 
which raised these champion crops, is 
yet to a great extent undeveloped, the 
achievement is still more remarkable 
and augurs a wonderfully productive 
future for the time when ever grow-

When the troops attempted to rescue 
the victim, the villagers opposed them 
with knives and>swords, wounding 
several soldiers.
